CATALYTIC converter thefts have 
gone through the roof in Ashford 
with businesses a particular target. 

According to police there have been at least 
eight thefts since the beginning of September. 

The thieves seem mainly to be targeting 
commercial vehicles, some of them on industri¬ 
al estates. 

In one of the worst cases the exhaust sys¬ 
tems from 13 vans were taken from a business 
on the Ellingham Industrial Estate. 

It happened early in the morning on 
September 2. It is estimated the catalytic con¬ 
verters were worth about £40,000. The thieves 
also stole tool kits from the vehicles. 

Catalytic converters are targeted because of 
the precious metals (including platinum) used 
in coatings on the inside of the exhaust box. 

Because of high metal prices they are export¬ 
ed overseas to countries such as China where 
the metals can be extracted. 

A number of other vehicles have had their 
convertors cut away while parked on the road¬ 
side or on driveways. 

In one of the latest incidents this month, two 
converters were taken from a charity’s 
minibuses in Rolfe Lane, New Romney. 
The estimated value was £1,100. 

Thieves also targeted the Smarden Business 
Estate. One vehicle had its converter removed, 
and spare wheels and tyres were taken. 

Crime reduction officer Jill Lane said: “This 
is not a localised problem, and catalytic con¬ 
verters are being targeted across the country. 

“A thief can’t get to your catalytic converter

Cashless phone 
parking starts 
12-month trial

FOR drivers in Ashford 
that frantic search for 
parking change could be a 
thing of the past thanks to 
a cashless payment sys¬ 
tem. 

A new credit and debit card 
scheme will be piloted in the bor¬ 
ough for 12 months. 

On arriving at a car park or on 
street parking locations, drivers can 
call a number then follow a simple 
step-by-step guide to buy parking 
time using their credit or debit card. 

If the trial is successful, the coun¬ 
cil can negotiate a longer contract. 
The council says the trial period 
and any long-term contract will 
incur no extra cost for council tax¬ 
payers. 

The decision comes after a meet¬ 
ing of the local Joint Transportation 
Board. 

Members of the committee agreed 
to recommend Ashford council’s 
executive authorise trying out the 
system that relies on mobile 
phones. 

The council says phone parking is 
quick and simple, making paying 
for parking easier and more conven¬ 
ient. 


Other advantages of the scheme 
include making it easier to top up 
parking time and a text reminder 
service. 

However, the system does not 
mean an end to traffic wardens. The 
Civil Enforcement Officers, as they 
are now called, will use hand-held 
equipment to confirm if parking 
charges have been paid. 

Cllr Gerry Clarkson, portfolio 
holder for environmental services 
said: “I believe the introduction of 
this initiative is a welcome boost to 
the service we offer our customers 
by making paying for parking that 
much easier and more convenient.” 

Ashford is working with six other 
councils in Kent negotiating the 
provision of phone parking as a 
group. The intention is this will lead 
to the best possible terms and con¬ 
ditions for the local authorities. 

Cllr Clarkson added: “It also 
moves our parking provision for¬ 
ward in a progressive yet prudent 
way by embracing available tech¬ 
nology, while our officers, ever 
mindful of the strict economic cli¬ 
mate, will be at pains to ensure the 
authority incurs no additional costs. 

“It’s also encouraging that officers 
are working in collaboration with 
neighbouring councils to bench¬ 
mark various service providers to 
ensure quality of service and value 
for money.”

if they can’t get to your car. If possible, 
always park your vehicle in a garage. 

“However, if you are not able to do 
this, park in well-lit areas at night 
and try to park close to buildings. If 
your car is isolated, it makes it easier 
for a thief to crawl under the car and 
saw the converter off 

“Avoid parking too close to stair¬ 
wells in public car parks as these 
make for easy escape routes for 
thieves. Take a few minutes to review 
your vehicle parking and how your 
vehicle can be made a less attractive 
option for a would-be thief.” 

Vehicle owners can take other pre¬ 
cautions to try and make their con¬ 
verters less vulnerable to thieves 
including having them welded on, fit¬ 
ting alarms or fitting cages.

John Hopkin said: “Other shop owners have 
said to us they think it’s a great idea that can 
only help their business. We have already con¬ 
tacted local schools because we want there to be 
a range of ages of people getting involved. We

Yourashford reported recently that the 
regeneration partnership, responsible 
for delivering Ashford’s growth plans, 
had been approached by Ashford council 
to see if it could release money from gov¬ 
ernment growth area funding to help 
pay for the improvements. 

At its latest board meeting last 
Tuesday it agreed to transfer the funds. 

It is hoped the money will be used to 
pay for at least five high new ramps for 
the site. Ashford council, which main¬ 
tains the park, is working closely with its 
users to determine which ramps will be 
needed. 

Ashford’s Future managing director 
Judith Armitt said: “We are very pleased 
to support this important community 
facility, and to ensure that it remains in 
use for the foreseeable future. 

“The young people are very important 
to Ashford’s growth and it is only right 
that they should directly benefit from 
the considerable investment the borough 
receives.” 

In July, a number of the timber-frame 
ramps in the skate park had to be 
removed because of safety concerns. 

Four temporary ramps were installed 
while the council compiled up a wish list 
with the park’s users for new equipment. 

Sports Projects Manager Simon Harris 
said: “The young people of Ashford 
deserve a top-notch venue where they 
can meet, socialise and practise their 
skills, and this money will make a big 
difference. 

“We hope the planned improvements 
will make it a destination point for 
young people, and that skaters will con¬ 
tinue to look after this facility.”

The fraud team is also investigat¬ 
ing a rising trend in tenancy fraud, 
which includes dual tenancies and 
subletting. 

The figures were revealed by a 
report into benefit fraud for the 
council’s audit committee.

THIS weekend local people will get a 
chance to discuss development plans 
at Chilmington Green. 

John Thompson and Partners, the 
architects and planners appointed 
by Ashford council and the develop¬ 
ment consortium to come up with a 
master plan for the area, will be 
holding the planning weekend at the 
Singleton Environment Centre. 

The community consultation on 
Friday and Saturday is open to 
everyone who lives in the borough. 

The plan to build 3,350 homes, cre¬ 
ate 600 jobs and build a country 
park by 2021 is part of the council’s 
Core Strategy for development. 

They have attracted opposition 
from residents in the rural area and 
a petition with more than 2,000 sig¬ 
natures objecting the plans was 
recently collected in Ashford. 

During the planning weekend the 
architects say people will have the 
chance to view and comment on 
ideas and participate in workshops 
to explore site-specific issues. 

After the workshops, the project 
team will analyse and summarise 
the outcomes of the consultation and 
prepare an illustrated vision and 
master plan for Chilmington.

Charles Campion from John 
Thompson and Partners said: “We 
hope people will come along to learn 
more about the plans for the urban 
extension and park and help us 
develop the proposals further into a 
shared vision for the future.

Biker had taken 
ecstacy before 
fatal road crash 


AN inquest has heard how a 
motorcyclist who had taken ecsta¬ 
sy died in a crash near Hamstreet. 

Martin Broomfield, from Kingsnorth, had 
been travelling on his 600cc Yamaha R6 
sportsbike on the A2070 when he lost control 
last June. 

The 28-year-old bank worker had been rid¬ 
ing towards the Hamstreet turn off when he 
braked to avoid a car being driven by Tiannie 
Howard. 

A post-mortem showed Mr Broomfield had 
suffered severe injuries as a result of coming 
off his bike. His skull had been seriously frac¬ 
tured when he hit the crash barriers in the 
centre of the road and he had lost a lot of 
blood. A trauma team at the William Harvey 
hospital had tried to revive him for 45 min¬ 
utes with no success. 

Dr Mathew Koslowski, reading from the 
toxicology report, said the levels of MDMA or 
ecstasy in his blood were high enough to still 
have been having a stimulating affect on his 
system when he crashed. He said the drug 
heightened senses for the user but could lead 
to a confused physical performance. 

In court, a young Miss Howard, who had 
only past her test weeks before the accident, 
said she had been driving with friends after 
being at the McDonalds on Orbital Park. She 
had turned right at the roundabout on the 
duel carriageway to travel towards Park 
Farm. She manoeuvred into the right hand

lane of the duel carriageway to overtake a 
car when she had heard a bang and saw Mr 
Broomfield’s body in the road. 

Miss Howard had been interviewed under 
caution by the police regarding the accident. 
Officers had considered a charge of causing 
death by careless driving against her but the 
Crown Prosecution Service found there was 
no evidence to support the case. 

PC Kevin Storey, from the Serious Collision 
Investigation Unit, concluded that Mr 
Broomfield must have been travelling well in 
excess of the speed limit on the duel carriage¬ 
way. He said the tyre marks on the road 
showed the bike could have been travelling 
as fast as 85mph after he braked. 

His bike had ended up on its side sliding 
along the road when its wheel made contact 
with Miss Howard’s blue Peugeot 106, but 
this would have been after he lost control. He 
said Miss Howard may not have seen the 
biker if he been in the blind spot of her rear 
view mirror. 

Coroner Rachel Redman’s verdict was Mr 
Broomfield’s death had been accidental, 
although his judgement must have been 
impaired by the levels of ecstasy. 

She gave her condolences to the parties 
involved and sympathised with Miss 
Howard for being involved in such an acci¬ 
dent early in her driving career.

I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to my prize and 
taking all my mates 
to enjoy a film.”

Failure to provide this notice before the work 
is carried out is a criminal offence and will 
render the contract unenforceable.

A HOT air balloon company based 
in Ashford is crossing The Channel 
in aid of Kidney Research. 

Merlin Balloons, based in Hamstreet, will be 
one of about 40 entrants taking part in the 
unofficial record attempt. 

Matt Wady, company spokesman, said: ‘We 
will be part of a group trying to get the most hot 
air balloons across the Channel. We are setting 
off any time in October, depending on the 
weather and we are entering for the enjoyment 
as well as for a worthy cause. We will be setting 
off from Lydden Hill Race circuit near 
Canterbury and hope to reach Calais. It will be 
about 40 miles but we will go further into 
France if we can make it.” 

Mr Wady will be making the four-hour cross¬ 
ing with co-pilot Nic Bates. He chose to raise 
money for Kidney Research because a friend 
who has a kidney condition. 

Mr Wady said: “People can go to our website 
to find out when we will be leavng. We will ge 
the balloon ready at dusk to set off later in the 
morning.” 

The balloonists have to wait until they get a 
favourable weather forecast from the Met 
Office, so the decision to cross can be a last- 
minute one. However, Mr Wady is confident the 
conditions will be right sometime in October.

Q Can you explain what the role of curate is within the 
church? 

A A curate is a newly-ordained minister in 
the Church of England, working in a parish 
under the supervision of the vicar. 

I was ordained in Canterbury Cathedral 
on July 3 this year. It was amazing to spend 
time on retreat beforehand with Archbishop 
Rowan Williams and the Bishop of Dover 
Trevor Willmott. 

Both are gracious and holy men totally ded¬ 
icated to the nurture of us new ordinands and 
through our ministry to the care of all people 
within our parishes and diocese. 

For the last three years I’ve been training 
under the Canterbury Diocese Local Ministry 
Scheme with the specific intention of minis¬ 
tering in my local church. I’ll be a part-time, 
non-stipendiary (unpaid), ordained minister 
working alongside Ravi, our vicar. 


Q 


How did your involvement with religion begin? 


I come from a family with deep Christian 
roots. My great grandparents were mis¬ 
sionaries in China and interned by the 
Japanese before returning home. 

Some years later my great aunt returned to 
China as a missionary teacher. My father was 
ordained in the Church of England and served 
as a school chaplain and priest in charge of 
various country parishes. I’m the eldest of four 
children. We lived in a vicarage for some of our 
childhood and were known as the ‘vicarage 


kids’ which sometimes was hard to live up to. 

In my new role I’m hoping to encourage the 
church to share God’s love in eveiyday relationships 
in families and in communities at work and leisure. 

Q How do you think being ordained will affect your life as 
part of the village community? 

A I see it as a ‘coming together’ of my profes¬ 
sional interest in the environment, my life 
and ministry in the church and the hospitality 
of our home to family and friends. Hopefully 
people will see it as a natural progression on 
my journey of life rather than a new direction. 
I’m still the same person underneath. 

Q Can you tell us a bit about St Gregory and St Martin 
Church? 

A The church was built in Norman times and 
was dedicated to St Gregory and St Martin, 
honoured by William the Conqueror. 

It was substantially rebuilt by John Kempe. 
He was bom in the village in 1380 and became 
Archbishop of York, Chancellor of England 
and finally Archbishop of Canterbury. It was 
he who founded the college in 1447 as a college 
for secular priests. His object was to restore 
the worship of God in Wye Church by the 
training and provision of priests. 

As a result Wye became a collegiate church 
and its close links with the college, until 
recently an educational establishment, have 
remained until this day. The church is situat¬ 
ed in the middle of the village and has always 
been at the centre of village life. 


Q You have lived in the village for 27 years. What do you 
think about its future now that the college has closed? 

A The Wye community was enriched by the 
buzz of life generated by hundreds of stu¬ 
dents of all ages and nationalities. In the 1980s 
and 90s the college led the way in rural conser¬ 
vation and management. 

The wealth of expertise was great and its her¬ 
itage continues today in the work of the Wye 
Community Farm, Wye National Nature Reserve 
and the many Wye graduates now working in the 
environmental field. 

The Wye community remain hopeful a future 
use will be found for the College which honours 
its monastic foundation, its unique and global 
contribution to understanding the environ¬ 
ment and its place at the centre of the village. 

A You also work as a landscape planning officer at Ashford 
council. What nurtured your interest in our environment 
and surroundings? 

A My most vivid childhood memories are 
those of the joys of village life. 

In 1979 I made my first connection with 
Wye, studying for an MSc in landscape ecology 
at the college. 

It was here I met Jeremy my husband, 
worked and brought up my family, and 
became rooted in the community and church. 

Through my job at the council I’ve grown my 
passion and concern for the sustainable care of 
the natural environment and been able to 
communicate it to many others.

ART lovers in Ashford now have a 
chance to see projects created as 
part of the Ashford Visual Arts and 
Architecture Festival. 

This year’s theme for the festival is Shared 
Space. St Mary’s Church is once again at the 
centre of the work on show - Drawing The 
Community In is a series of outlines of local peo¬ 
ple placed around the edge of the Nave. 

Students from Ashford School of Art and 
Design helped create the piece which includes a 
picture of the town’s mayor, Cllr Allen Wells. 

As in previous years, festival organisers have 
encouraged young people to take part. 

Skateboarders created their piece, Traces, 
inside Ashford Youth Theatre. The film, which is 


on show at the Art Room Gallery in North 
Street, shows them performing tricks in clouds 
of smoke and artistic lighting. The piece also 
includes pictures of many people involved in the 
local skateboarding community. 

Christopher Marsh, one of those involved in 
the project, said: “We wanted to show that skate¬ 
boarding can be artistic. I’ve got a lot out of 
skateboarding over the last ten years. The proj¬ 
ect also shows we are a community that creates 
friends who give each other a lot of support.” 

A graffiti mural on boards surrounding the 
site of the new Ashford Gateway in Church 
Road is also part of the festival. Look closely and 
you will see images included by young people 
who have a connection with the town. 

On Saturday there will be a dance perform¬ 
ance about shared space in Elwick Square. The 
contemporary dance by the IVTVI group will 
take the concept of negotiation and shared 


space to create the choreography. 

Stephanie Clarke, who is helping to create the 
piece said: “It combines physical theatre with 
dance. We have observed the shared space area 
and how people interact with it. 

“The 15-minute performance will begin subtly 
but the climax will include bikes, cars and excit¬ 
ing music.” 

Five professional dancers are taking part 
along with 11 dancers from the Performers’ 
Academy, five cyclists and skateboarders. 

Ms Clarke added: “This is celebrating what 
people have in Ashford - even if they don’t know 
it. It’ll be a fun and exciting way to view shared 
space, which has had a mixed response. 

“It will show it in the way we see it and ask 
local people, what do you think?”

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Healthy living strategy for obese Kent

A NEW strategy has been drawn 
up to improve attitudes towards 
diet and exercise in Kent, which 
has the highest obesity levels in 
the South East. 

Between 20 and 25 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion of the county is obese, with Kent and 
Medway having the highest prevalence of obe¬ 
sity in the region. 

In addition, only 28 per cent of residents con¬ 
sume the recommended five portions of fruit 
and vegetables per day, causing concern 
among health chiefs. 

The new strategy has been approved by 
Kent County Council’s cabinet and aims to 
promote healthy living without making people

feel they are being told what to do. 

“This is about looking at the problem of obe¬ 
sity as a whole and seeing what more we can 


do,” said cabinet member for public health, 
Cllr Alan Marsh. “The 1,000 per cent increase 
in gastric band operations nationally reflects 
the calamitous rise in the demand for obesity 
treatment. 

“We know there is an increase in diabetes, 
early deaths and heart disease - all caused by 
people not helped enough to get the best out of 
their lives. 

“We will work with people and for people in 
order that their quality of life is the best possi¬ 
ble. It is one of my core values to promote and 
support that aim.” 

According to recent statistics, the districts 
suffering from the highest prevalence of obesi¬ 
ty are Swale, Gravesham and Dartford. 

The lowest figures are in Sevenoaks and 
Tunbridge Wells. 

It is predicted that obesity will soon overtake 
smoking as the biggest cause of premature 
death and long-term illness, and that unless 


the trend is reversed children bom today will 
have a lower life expectancy than their par¬ 
ents for the first time in 100 years. 

Among the aims in the Healthy Weight 
Strategy are for people to recognise their 
weight issues at an earlier stage, better pro¬ 
motion of healthier food choices and the cre¬ 
ation of incentives for better health. 

Cllr Marsh said: “The strategy is about mak¬ 
ing sure we provide all the information and 
initiatives people need to make an informed 
choice about living with a healthy weight. 

“We’ve already had great success with our 
Activmob scheme, which helps take an idea 
from a town or village - such as a dog training 
class or walking group - and then supports it 
and gets it off the ground. 

“Great work is already going on across Kent, 
from promoting walks in country parks to all 
those in education signing up to the healthy 
schools initiative.” 


Boycott threat 
in pub rent row 

DRINKERS could enjoy up to three 
months of cut-price boozing if Kent pub 
tenants decide to protest against high 
rental charges. 

Up to £1 could be knocked off the price 
of a pint if managers refuse to sell the 
alcohol supplied by their landlords and 
instead purchase it from a wholesaler. 

According to the GMB union, large pub 
firms are charging tenants as much as 
four times the levels assessed by the 
Valuation Office Agency (VOA) as being 
fair, open-market rents. 

Potential industrial action was dis¬ 
cussed by Kent managers in Chatham 
last week, with lead organiser Hayley 
Brennan claiming it will be “great for the 
consumer” if the boycott goes ahead. 

“It would entail pub tenants turning 
their brew line service off and buying 
alcohol from elsewhere,” she said. 

“Because they would be able to buy for 
a much cheaper rate, we could be looking 
at between 80p and £1 off a pint. 

'Climate of fear' 

“We would also embrace the full 12 
weeks unions have under this action. 
However, there’s a climate of fear and 
managers don’t like landlords knowing 
they’re in the union. We’ll be asking 
what action they’re prepared to take.” 

According to the GMB, one pub man¬ 
ager in Medway is being charged 
£35,696 a year in rent - almost 300 per 
cent more than the £9,100 VOA assess¬ 
ment the union claims is based on a for¬ 
mula agreed with the British Beer and 
Pub Association (BBPA). Another in 
Maidstone is paying £28,000 per year, 
just over 245.7 per cent more than the 
£8,100 VOA assessment. 

Mrs Brennan said: “The decline in con¬ 
sumption has coincided with the private 
equity-inspired financial engineering in 
tied pubs. This has resulted in sky-high 
rents, giving rise to inflated prices. 

“This has led to an even greater 
decline in consumption in tied pubs, 
meaning very low income for tenants 
and pub closures on a weekly basis.” 

Despite claims that the VOA/BBPA 
assessment formula is on the internet, 
both organisations deny it exists. 

A spokesman said: “The BBPA has not 
agreed any formula with the VOA for the 
calculation of rates. It would be entirely 
inappropriate to do so. 

“While the rateable value for pubs is 
derived from the commercial market 
rent, it is not the same as commercial 
market rent and this applies to all com¬ 
mercial property. All pubs are assessed 
for rates on exactly the same basis as all 
other commercial properties.”

united in perfect harmony

PUPILS from Ashford School 
recently led children from across 
the country in a special performance 
of African Sanctus at Canterbury 
Cathedral. 

They were joined by children who attend 
schools that are part of the United Church 
Schools Trust. 

African Sanctus is an ambitious choral work 
bringing together the Islamic and Christian 
faiths in an African setting. 

The work was composed by Kent-born David 
Fanshawe, who was inspired to write the piece 
after travelling in Africa in the late 1960s and 
early 1970s. This was the first performance of 
his work since he died in July and the concert 
was attended by his wife and daughter.

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Youth leader's plea to save child services 


A TEENAGE politician has launched a campaign 
calling for children's services to be spared by 
proposed Government spending cuts. 

Kent Youth County Council chairman Dara 
Farrell, 17, is worried that funding for careers 
advice, support and youth activities may be unfair¬ 
ly slashed due to a lack of representation among 
young people. 

The Ashford resident also represents the 
county as a member of the UK Youth Parliament, 
and is calling on other teenagers to help fight 
against the proposed cuts. 

"So many services that help young people, 
including some voluntary organisations, are at 
risk," he said. "I think we tend to get hit first 
because many of us aren't old enough to vote and 
often don't have a big enough platform to fight 


back against the Government. Adults are more 
likely to accept spending cuts if they're in areas 
that do not directly affect them, like youth servic¬ 
es. We need a sign from the Government on where 
young people stand in the 'big society'. They need 
to consult with us because youth services are 
already disappearing and no-one is defending us." 

Last month KOS Media revealed how the 
Connexions career guidance service was preparing 
itself for more cuts ahead of the October 20 publi¬ 
cation of the Comprehensive Spending Review. 

Medway Youth Trust lost £100,000 from its 
£2.1 million budget this year while the Kent 
branch admitted it expects a reduction in funding 
from 2011 onwards. 

Prime Minister David Cameron says the 
Connexions service has "not been a great success 


story", but Dara said it appeared the coalition 
was intent on scrapping everything championed 
by Labour. 

He said: "Connexions is a patchy service. I 
haven't used it much personally, but I know of 
people who have benefited greatly from the 
advice as well as others who haven't. 

"But the fact some people haven't found it use¬ 
ful isn't a reason to get rid of it entirely. The 
Connexions centres wouldn't still be there if they 
weren't getting the kids through the door. It just 
seems to be a movement away from everything 
Labour, and we are seeing that with a lot of things." 

Dara, who attends St Anselm's Catholic School 
in Canterbury, also had strong words for the coali¬ 
tion's proposed new National Citizen Service. 

The scheme, which will be piloted between 


June and September next year, aims to give every 
16-year-old the opportunity to participate in 
an eight-week residential and home-based pro¬ 
gramme of events. 

He said: "The idea of giving young people that 
experience is good, but not at the expense of other 
youth services. Let's protect the ones we've got 
before we create any more. The Government has¬ 
n't even looked to see what's working or not. 

"All they've done is come up with this shiny new 
proposal just to make it look like they're doing 
something positive." 

Dara has submitted his Save Our Services cam¬ 
paign to Channel 4's Battlefront project and is ask¬ 
ing people to vote for it before September 24.

'Prosperous' south 
will be hurt by cuts 


DEPRIVED areas of Kent will 
suffer from public spending cuts 
as much as those in the Midlands 
and North, warns Kent County 
Council leader Paul Carter. 

Cllr Carter, who is also chairman of South 
East England Councils, says the 
Government should not be taken in by the 
myth that Kent is an entirely prosperous 
county and will escape unscathed from huge 
budget reductions. 

Research published by the BBC last week 
revealed that Thanet is one of the districts 
least likely to withstand public spending 
cuts, but other towns such as Gillingham and 
Sheemess are also at risk. 

Disproportionate 

‘We need to combat the false perception 
the South East is universally wealthy and 
make sure government knows that cuts here 
would harm the prospects of a huge number 
of people,” said Cllr Carter. 

“Figures show that 500,000 people in the 
South East live in areas within the 20 per 
cent most deprived in the country. 

“This is an alarming number - equal to 
about one fifth of the population of the entire 
North East of England - and we must not let 
their needs go unnoticed.” 

Despite being a region of economic con¬ 
trasts, the South East contributes more to 
the Treasury each year than is spent on pub¬ 
lic services - about £18 billion according to 
the most recent data published in 2007. 

The region is therefore one of only three

in the country, along with London and the 
East, which gives more than it receives. 

And according to figures released this week 
by the GMB union, the South East is the 
region with the second biggest job losses in 
the pipeline behind only Scotland. 

These include 1,500 at Kent Police, about 
750 at Kent County Council and 300 at 
Medway Council. 

Cllr Carter said: “We need to guard against 
disproportionate cuts made because the 
South East is perceived as universally pros¬ 
perous. 

Parts of the South East sorely need public 
investment to help us bring them up to the 
standards of the rest of the UK.” 

This is not the first time a Kent politician 
has spoken out over the false perception that 
all areas of the county are prosperous. 

Last June, North Thanet MP Roger Gale 
(Con) said it was wrong that all businesses in 
the South East should be excluded from 
National Insurance concessions announced 
in the emergency Budget. 

He said: “I hope the Treasury will recognise 
that, exceptionally in the London/South East 
region, Thanet still has the highest levels of 
social deprivation - at figures that compare 
with the North East. 

It would be quite wrong to exclude Thanet 
from the job-creating measures the 
Chancellor has announced, and to exclude 
local private-sector employers from a very 
sensible package.” 


Archbishop adds weight to detainees row 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury has thrown 
fresh light on the ongoing debate surround¬ 
ing the indeterminate confinement of illegal 
immigrants. 

Dr Rowan Williams, who is patron of the 
Dover Detainee Visitor Group (DDVG), visit¬ 
ed the immigrant removal centre in the port 
town to highlight the plight of the 300 male 
refugees held there. 

Campaigners have been fighting against 
the indeterminate detention of detainees 
since the centre opened in 2002. 

He told the BBC: “They’re almost seen as 
non-persons - people forget about them. 
They have no clear legal status and what 
they need is relationship building. They need 
to know they are valued by somebody.” 


Currently, they can be held for as long as it 
takes to decide upon their future, whether it 
is returning them back to their home country 
or sending them to relatives in the UK who 
can support them financially. 

Vebi Kosumi, director of DDVG, said there 
needed to be a time limit put in place for how 
long detainees could be held. 

DDVG, a non-political group set up to pro¬ 
vide support to detainees and their families, 
provides weekly visits to the refugees held in 
Dover. The aim is to provide a bridge 
between them and the outside world while 
authorities decide their fate. 

In a 2009 report Her Majesty’s Chief 
Inspector of Prisons praised the Dover centre 
for the relationships with detainees.

I KNOW in this day and age politicians 
are not the most respected bunch, but I 
have to say I felt sorry for William 
Hague over the whole twin-bed scandal.

My problem is with 
stationary travellers 

Travellers should not have 
preferential treatment when it 
comes to planning regulations. 

My main problem is with the 
word ‘traveller’ The word means to 
travel, so why do they want a 
permanent base? The last 
government made the assumption 
that a traveller was a gypsy and 
should be treated as an ethnic 
minority. One could argue that a 
true Romany gypsy is ethnically 
different. But so-called travellers 
need only a caravan and no 
permanent abode to claim special 
treatment. My son’s godfather is a 
Romany gypsy. He no longer takes 
to the road and lives in a nice house 
in Bexley. His daughter is a lawyer 
and his son a doctor, putting paid to 
the myth that gypsies are thick, but 
his parents were of old stock. 

They would travel around Kent in 
their caravan during fruit-picking 
and harvest time, taking on work 


then returning to their permanent 
home in Bexley for the winter. That 
has all stopped because farmers 
will no longer employ them. They 
have thousands of East European 
workers now - so much for loyalty. 
If travellers want to build a mobile 
home park, let them go through the 
planning procedure and give up 
their rights to be classified as a 
special group. 

The rest can do what I do. When I 
use my caravan I travel to 
campsites, where I pitch my 
caravan. After a period, I move to 
another site. Entrepreneurs could 
build a lot of extra sites in the UK 
for them to travel to, with a 
maximum stay of three weeks 
allowed. The owner would take a 
fee, part of which would help pay 
council tax. These travellers 
wouldn’t get any benefits unless 
they had paid national insurance 
and income tax. 

What they would get would be 
food vouchers and sufficient fuel to 
get from site to site. Any collections 
of scrap would be registered with 
the owner of the site, who would 
inform local authorities to see if 
they had the correct licence and 
their earnings could be taxed. 

A school hut could be put on site, 
with a resident teacher, and a 
doctor could visit once a week - all 
included in the pitch hire. 

Once a network of sites was built 
there would be no need for illegal 
pitching. Anyone illegally parked 
would have two days to move on or 
have their caravan confiscated.

Le Carre's warning 
and a toxic cocktail 

Who could ever forget John le 
Carre’s cold war spy thrillers - so 
unlike James Bond. What emerged 
from his fierce criticism on Channel 
4 News was that we are in the grip 
of Russian-style misgovemment 
worse than that of the USA. 

He regretted that the end of the 
cold war did not deliver lasting 
benefits of capitalism, because 


unpleasant aspects of Russian life 
are now being replicated here - 
multinationals, Big Pharma, over- 
powerful state officials. 

On a more prosaic level, fiscal 
mismanagement and cover-ups 
using loopholes and narrow remits 
inevitably have a catastrophic 
impact on ordinary citizens. 

In 1978, Labour chose the lower 
rate of tax when it could have 
raised personal tax allowances. 

Pre-election in 1992, Tory 
Chancellor Norman Lamont 
brought in the 20p basic rate of 
income tax. In fact, fewer errors by 
the Inland Revenue would arise if 
the personal allowance was set in 
income bands. But political 
gimmickry rules and does nothing 
to tackle gross VAT frauds, ‘tax 
breaks’ and other artificial 
constructs for tax avoidance by 
those able to offset expenditure 
against taxable income. 

Experts know the damage done 
from creative accounting by 
institutions, businesses, 
millionaires in government, despite 
coalition plans to ‘simplify’ tax by 
creating an extra quango. Does the 
Government care that masses of us 
fall into servitude? We pay more for 
services and utilities but quality 
and value have disappeared.

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Evolution rather than 
revolution for health 


Following news that NHS primary care trusts 
will be abolished and groups of GPs will 
instead control local healthcare, Dr Robert 
Stewart will give his views on the continuing 
changes in a new monthly column 

THE health White Paper 
announced by the new Government 
in July has been described as the 
biggest shake-up of the NHS since it 
was created in 1948. 

That’s a big statement - so it is justified? Well, 
certainly there are significant implications for 
the way the health service develops in future. 

For example, primary care trusts, which 
currently decide what services are needed in 
each area and purchase healthcare on behalf of 
the community, will cease to exist after 2013. 

Instead it is proposed that GPs will group 
together to fulfil this role in future. 

However, much of what seems revolutionary 
has in fact been evolving over the past few years 
anyway, so while the secretary of state Andrew 
Lansley will want to make his mark in the sand 
in terms of progressive thinking and new 
direction, there is comfort in the familiarity of 
some of the ideas, too.

Locally there has been considerable success 
with GPs taking the lead to design services and 
many of our doctors are already experienced 
and skilled in this respect. Of course, this hasn’t 
been a success everywhere, and what is now 
envisaged is on a much larger scale, but it is not 
something completely new. In addition, the way 
in which GPs refer patients for treatment has 
meant that they are in effect a critical cog in the 
commissioning wheel. 

We are fortunate in Eastern and Coastal Kent 


to have some forward-thinking and innovative 
GPs and we as a primaiy care trust look 
forward to working with all 500 doctors across 
the patch as we enter the transition phase. 

There will be challenges and major changes 
for the staff involved, but what is encouraging is 
that patients are firmly at the centre of 
Government plans - offering personal choice 
and engaging with patients is central to the 
white paper. 

Of course, GP commissioning is not the only 
proposal identified in the white paper. Changes 
are afoot for health and social care and public 
health, and we are awaiting further details on 
how these services might be picked up by local 
authorities. 

We have a good track record of partnership 
working in this part of the county, so again, I am 
positive about how this will unfold. 

Some bits of the jigsaw still need to fall into 
place, timescales need to be firmed up, and, 
importantly, consortia need to be formed before 
responsibility can begin to be handed over. 

But this primary care trust has been very 
successful, and this has been recognised at all 
levels, and therefore we in eastern and coastal 
Kent are in an excellent position to move into 
the next phase in the development of the NHS.

THE eastern and coastal NHS has 
reappointed its chairman. 

Colin Tomson will continue in his post at 
NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent which covers 
Ashford, Canterbury, Shepway, Dover, Thanet 
and Swale. 

Mr Tomson has been chairman of the 
Primary Care Trust (PCT) since October 2006. 
He has more than 15 years’ experience at 
international board level at chemical giant ICI. 

In 1999 he came to Ashford to work for the 
fragrance company Quest International (now 
Givaudan) on the Willesborough Road. He has 
also lived and worked in Belgium, Germany 
and Ireland before moving to Kent. 

Mr Tomson will oversee major changes to the 
way local healthcare is provided. Primary Care 
Trusts will be scrapped under legislation from 
the new Government and more control will be 
given to GPs. 

He said: “This is a very challenging time of 
change for the NHS. The White Paper 


‘Liberating the NHS’ outlines a number of 
changes to the NHS system, including 
transferring responsibility for commissioning 
healthcare to GP consortia.” 

PCT chairmen are appointed by the 
Appointments Commission. The system means 
people with experience outside of the NHS sit 
on the board. 

Mr Tomson, who has two children, has gained 
an MBA at Manchester Business School and 
completed the advanced management 
programme at Harvard as well as being 
involved with many other local bodies. 

He will be paid £39,406 for the year he holds 
the post. 

He said: “I am confident we are ahead of the 
game in terms of creating a bridge towards the 
future. Meanwhile, we are keeping a firm focus 
on business as usual to ensure patient safety, 
quality and value for money are maintained to 
the highest standards. 

“We have excellent relationships with GPs 
across eastern and coastal Kent and have been 
meeting them to discuss the implications of the 
White Paper and how we can support them as 
we move towards this transfer of responsibility.

“This PCT has invested heavily in GP 
Education and development, has launched 
successful GP clinical commissioners, and is 
rolling out a Pathway Clinician programme.

THE DRIFTERS 

Thursday, September 30 
Leas Cliff Hall, Folkestone 

FOR more than half a century, the 
Drifters have been entertaining 
audiences with unforgettable songs. 

Since the group was formed in 1953, they 
have sold more than 214 million singles and 
114 albums worldwide. More than 60 vocal- 
lists have passed through the ranks and the 
Drifters boast a back catalogue of more than 
50 hits, familiar to music fans young and old. 

Next week, the Drifters visit Folkestone to 
perform some of those songs. Their biggest hits 
include Saturday Night at the Movies, Under 
the Boardwalk, On Broadway, Up On the Roof, 
Come On Over To My Place and Kissing In the 
Back Row of the Movies. 

The group is touring the UK following an 
arena tour with the Temptations, the Four 
Tops and the Three Degrees, including a show 
at the 02 Arena in London. Last year there 
was a historic event in London, with the 
Drifters Legends - featuring some of the 
group’s most popular former members - and 
the launch of a new album. 


“There is something very special about the 
audiences that come to see our shows,” 
Michael Williams, a current member of the 
line-up, said. “We often get several generations 
of the same family coming to see the shows 
and we are now getting a lot of new fans. 
Everyone just wants to get out of their seats 
and dance fand we all have a great time.” 

The Drifters was formed in 1953 by the 
Dominoes’ lead singer, Clyde McPhatter and 
Ahmet Ertegun, founder of Atlantic Records. 
They were managed by former jazz singer 
George Treadwell, and the Treadwell name 
has been synonymous with the band ever 
since. 

From the early days, frequent line-up 
changes would characterise the group, but 
some members would become icons, such as 
Ben E King, Rudy Lewis, Johnny Moore and of 
course, McPhatter. Their early songs included 
Lucille, Money Honey, Such a Night and 
Honey Love. They soon became a popular live 
and chart act, but McPhatter left to pursue a 
successful solo career just one year after the 
band was formed. He sold his interest in the 
group to Treadwell, who took control of the 
Drifters and the members became salaried 
singers, sometimes earning as little as $100 a 
week. 


In 1954, tenor Johnny Moore joined the 
group and he would become one of the group’s 
most famous members, staying in the line-up 
for more than 20 years. 

Line-up changes continued to abound, with 
Treadwell sacking the entire group just before 
a show at the Apollo Theatre in New York and 
replacing them with another group known as 
the Five Crowns. In 1960 Rudy Lewis replaced 
Johnny Williams in the group, and his tenure 
marked a second golden age for the Drifters. 
Tragically he was found dead in his appart- 
ment before a recording session in 1964. 

Following the death of Treadwell in 1967, his 
wife Faye took over management of the group 
and moved their base to England. During the 
late 70s, they become a dance-disco act and 
developed their stage presence further, to 
become known as one of the best live acts in 
the world. 

In the intervening years, the Drifters have 
continued to delight their fans and performed 
twice at the White House. Last year they 
released new material and classic hits on the 
album Five Decades and Moore, released in 
memory of Johnny Moore, who died in 1998.

Action comedy sees Ferrell find 
his form again as desperate cop

IT HAS been almost four years 
since Will Ferrell starred in 
Stranger Than Fiction, a film that 
could justifiably claim to be a com¬ 
edy without arousing the suspi¬ 
cions of trading standards. 

Undeniably, he is a gifted mimic and with 
the right script, Ferrell can reduce an entire 
audience to helpless laughter. 

However, with a reported $20 million fee per 
film, making him one of the most expensive 
commodities in Hollywood, the leading man 
hardly seems good value for money when he 
serves up tripe including Land Of The Lost 
and Semi-Pro. 

Thankfully, the Saturday Night Live stal¬ 
wart rediscovers some of his lustre in The 
Other Guys. 

Directed and co-written by Adam McKay, 
who previously made Talladega Nights: The 
Ballad Of Ricky Bobby, and Anchorman - The 
Legend Of Ron Burgundy, this intentionally 
ludicrous buddy cop movie pairs Ferrell with a 
hilariously self-mocking Mark Wahlberg. 

Explosive action sequences collide with pol¬ 
ished one-liners and some amusing support¬ 
ing performances, like Michael Keaton as the 
beleaguered police chief, who works a second 
job to pay for his son’s university education “so 
he can explore his bisexuality and become a 
DJ”. 

Detectives PK Highsmith (Samuel L 
Jackson) and Christopher Danson (Dwayne 
Johnson) are the golden boys of the NYPD, 
monopolising newspaper headlines with their 
gung-ho antics. 

When the two officers are sidelined, 
hot-headed Terry Hoitz (Mark Wahlberg) and 
his mild-mannered partner Allen Gamble 
(Will Ferrell) vie with rival detectives Fosse 
(Damon Wayans Jr) and Martin (Rob Riggle) 
to lead the team. 


“I’m a peacock. You’ve got to let me fly!” Terry 
implores Captain Gene Mauch (Michael 
Keaton), desperate to be included on a case 
involving multi-millionaire David Ershon 
(Steve Coogan). 

When his pleas fall on deaf ears, Terry drags 
Allen into the field with only a wooden replica 
gun for protection. 

The Other Guys gets considerable mileage 
from several running jokes, including Terry’s 
choice of car and his ability to pull insanely 


sexy women like his wife, Dr Sheila Gamble 
(Eva Mendes). 

Wahlberg has a blast as the rogue cop with a 
short fuse, and Ferrell brings out the sweet¬ 
ness and vulnerability of his clumsy oaf, who 
cheerfully reveals: “There are three things I 
love in this world: Kylie Minogue, 
the dimples in a woman’s back above her but¬ 
tocks and the fear in a man’s eyes who knows 
I’m going to hurt him.” 

The plot careers along at breakneck speed, 


unchaining itself from plausibility early on 
with the sudden and unexpected exits of 
Jackson and Johnson. 

Gags hit more targets than they miss, which 
is a blessed relief, and we could cheerfully 
entertain another investigation for Terry and 
Allen in the future.

She has learned that sticking up for 
herself doesn’t make her a bad per¬ 
son. And, unlike the lead character in 
The Devil Wears Prada, she hasn’t 
become subsumed into becoming a 
vapid fashionista. 

This being the last season, many of 
the characters are progressing unex¬ 
pectedly quickly.

The reason for this forced turn 
towards a denouement can only be 
because the show’s US producers 
knew this would be the last series 
after ratings took a turn for the 
worse in America. 

But I don’t think a speedy ending is 
a bad thing because, as much as I 
like Ugly Betty, I would have been 
bored by it eventually. 

The plot is contrived, the morals 
are obvious and eveiyone is far, far 
too pretty. It has a New York glamour 
which is fun to fall for but can only 
really last so long. It is a good thing 
Ugly Betty will not go the way of 
Lost, which sane people were forced 
to give up on long before it ended. 

Ugly Betty is still fresh. I will 
watch the show until the end, and I 
will love every minute of it.

IT WAS a balmy and sunny 
day in the cathedral city of 
Reims, famed as the 
Coronation City, in the 
Marne region of Champagne 
Ardenne. Yet inside it was a 
cool 10 degrees with 85 per 
cent humidity, the lights were 
dim, Je t’aime was playing 
(the song Radio 1 banned for 
being too sexy, remember?). 

Above me were has reliefs of 
frolicking naked cherubs and wait¬ 
ing at the bottom of the stairs was a 
French man called Silus, to take me 
into a room full of guitar playing 
finches. By any standards, this was 
a surreal moment and one that I 
enjoyed as I descended into the sub¬ 
terranean chalk caves of Pommery 
Champagne house. Silus led me 
through a temporary art installation 
where these tiny birds inadvertently 
set off music whenever they hap¬ 
pened to land on guitar strings. 

In the caves beyond were an 
astonishing 25 million bottles of 
champagne stacked to the rafters in 
30 metres of tunnels. 

Sauntering through a tunnel 
called Manchester, I ogled 40,000 
Jeroboams (bottles that hold three 
litres of the fizz - that’s equivalent 
to four ordinary bottles) stacked 
against the chalk walls. 

Noticing my raised eyebrow Silus 
offered: “There’s a huge demand for 
this size of bottle - weddings and cel¬ 
ebrations, and motor racing events”. 

Pommeiy is a super slick operation. 
So are their neighbours Veuve 
Cliquot and Piper-Heidsieck who, like 
Pommery, also offer highly entertain¬ 
ing visits to their spectacular caves 
set in former Roman chalk mines 
(crayeres). At Piper’s expect to pay 
between six to ten euros for a tour, 
which usually ends with a tasting. 

As a city, Reims, (pronounced 
‘ranee’) is a must-visit for its bustle, 
cafe culture, elegant architecture, Art 
Deco facades, superb cathedral and 
pedestrianised streets. For short 
breaks, staying centrally is a wise 
move to be close to all this and the 
Best Western Hotel de La Paix has 
an ideal location just minutes away 
from the Cathedral and shopping. 

But there are no vineyards in 


Reims and the houses here import 
their Pinot noir, chardonnay and 
meunier grapes from vineyards else¬ 
where in region. 

There are other, smaller houses 
you can visit, around 12,300 of them, 
that are dotted over the green, hilly 
landscapes. Most you will never have 
heard of and many are tongue-tick- 
lingly delicious. But you’ll never get 
through them all in just one week¬ 
end. However, you can be in the same 
room as at least 100 of the best less¬ 
er-known champagnes at C. Comme 
Champagne in Rue Gambetta at the 
next town of Epemay. 

Seventeen euros buys the opportu¬ 
nity to taste five different bubblies 
and browsing the wines is easy as 
they are clearly labelled with the 
vineyard name, the style, grape vari¬ 
eties and the price. 

One of the champagnes they sell is 
from the family-owned Launois 
Champagne House located in 
Mesnil sur Oger on the Cotes des 
Blancs, a few miles south of 
Epemay. It has been in the Launois 
hands for six generations. 

The eccentric Monsieur Bernard 
Launois, a collector of everything, is 
the owner and his is a house worth 
visiting just to see the museum. You 
get to see 17th century presses, 
medieval armoury and tools, and a 
totally bizarre collection of antiques 
such as confessional boxes, meat 
rotisseries, pianos and old-fashioned 


money tills. Loath to waste anything, 
Monsieur Launois even commis¬ 
sioned an artisan carver, to carve art¬ 
works out of old vines and there is an 
entire room dedicated to this. 

If you want to stay a while, 54 
euros buys a tour of the museum, a 
gastronomic lunch, and a sampling 
of six different champagnes. On har¬ 
vest day you get to pick the grapes 
too and three years later a bottle of 
fizz will land on your doormat from 
that harvest. 

There would have been something 
missing if I had not squeezed in a 
visit to the home town of the region’s 
most famous son: Dom Perignon. It 
was only a few minutes drive to the 
next town of Haut Villiers, where the 
near blind Benedictine monk lived 
and died. Spot the countless street 
names and plaques that revere him 
and if the mood takes swing by the 
Abbey where he is buried. 

On the way back I checked in to 
Chateaux Etoges Chateau d’Etoges, 
for a final burst of the Champagne 
lifestyle. This elegant Chateau, at 
the end of a long drive-away, nestles 
amid a clutch of vineyards in the 
tiny village Etoges. 

Their Orangerie offers gourmet 
food and wines, but I took a moment 
to toast Dom himself with his own 
very words “Come quickly brothers! 
I’m tasting the stars!” before sleep¬ 
ing off the fizzy intoxication in a 
regal four poster bed.

Rugged Freelander 2: a 
star on and off the road 


LAND Rover’s Freelander 2 
suffered tough love from me after 
its launch in 2006, but I softened in 
the end. 

Not that the UK 4x4 icon’s robust looking 
junior model really needs an easy ride - my 
offish manner derived from the failings of the 
Mark 1 Freelander. 

That car’s adherence - literally - to Land 
Rover’s off-roading heritage was impressive, 
but you can’t love a car styled to shout ‘rugged¬ 
ness and dependability when it wimped out so 
often through flaky build and poor reliability. 

However, the bigger Freelander 2 has shown it 
can ‘walk the talk’ as a quality runabout, build¬ 
ing site cum rural workhorse and as an ideal 
4x4 for outward bound and alpine holidays. 

Though dearer than most compact 4x4s, you 
get genuine off-road power, as I have proved 
before at the Land Rover Experience Centre at 
Eastwell Park, near Ashford, crashing up and 
down steep slopes slippery with damp chalk 
and littered with flinty boulders - see our 
Motors TV film at www.carsforkent.co.uk. 

Unlike its predecessor, there was no creak¬ 
ing from dodgy interior fittings.

Of course, most buyers never pose such a 
stem test even if that is like buying a pair of 
wellies and wearing them as slippers. 

And it is not as if the car’s superb off-road 
ability compromises its on-road qualities; it 
handles tidily and comfortably with little body 
roll on the bends. 

Steering feedback is good too - you need it 
off-road - and it also feels nimbler. 

The diesel’s off-road clout works equally well 
on-road and it is greener now with a 
Stop/Start system that cuts the engine auto¬ 
matically when the car is stationary at the 
lights or in similar situations. This reduces 
the emissions by eight per cent and average 
economy is well over 40mpg. 

The Freelander interior is comfortable and 
finished to a high standard though mgged 
rather than stylish, with most controls falling 
to hand well, and there is plenty of stowage. 

Comfort levels are good front and back with 
a good high-up view from the cabin and decent 
space for luggage behind. 

And while our high spec HSE test car looked 
pricey at £33,000, diesel prices start at under 
£21,695 - very tempting for all that off-road 
ability plus Land Rover cachet.

ASHFORD preserved their 100 per cent 
start to the new Kent 1 season as they ran 
in seven tries to crush Whitstable in their 
second outing of the campaign.

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WRIST WATCH: Leon Camier broke his wrist in a crash at the Nurburgring and despite making a decent recovery he has admitted he is unlikely to be ready for the last two rounds of the season 

World Superbikes season all 
but over for crocked Camier 


LEON Camier says it is highly 
unlikely that he will recover 
from injury to compete in the final 
round of the World Superbike 
Championship next month. 

The Ashford rider, competing in his debut 
season in the series, has been forced to sit on 
the sidelines after suffering a broken wrist fol¬ 
lowing an accident at the Nurburgring two 
weeks ago. 

The 23-year-old has impressed in the champi¬ 
onship this season, with two trips to the podi¬ 
um alongside regular finishes in the points. 
However, a freak accident during qualifying at 
the German circuit saw him break the scaphoid 
bone in his wrist. 

With two rounds of the season remaining, in 
Italy this weekend and France a week later, the 
reigning British Superbike champion believes

his season is more or less over. 

He told Yourashford: “It’s taken a bit of time 
but that is the procedure. Every day it is getting 
better and better and we are going to play it 
day by day to see if I will be able to race at 
Magny Cours [on October 3]. 

“Aprilia have been really good and they are 
not pressuring me to come back if I’m not ready. 
I’ve been advised by doctors and the physio not 
to do the race. 

“If it was a broken leg similar to what 
Valentino Rossi did earlier this season it would 
be completely different. As it is a wrist it’s a real 
fickle thing to get right. It’s something I’m not 
taking lightly and I don’t want to make it worse.” 


While sitting on the sidelines is not the 
way he wanted his debut season to end, 
Camier is equally frustrated that the acci¬ 
dent remains to unexplained. His Aprilia 
team have spent hours analysing the data 
retrieved from the bike but are unable to 
find a reason for the crash. 

He said: “It is a frustrating way to end the 
season but it is what it is and it’s all part of the 
fun of superbike racing. It’s just how it goes and 
we don’t even know the reason for the crash. 

‘We have looked at the data and there is no 
sign of me doing anything wrong and there is 
no sign of the bike going wrong. It was a freak 
of nature.” 

Camier will spend the rest of the season con¬ 
tinuing his recovery and focus on next season’s 
campaign. While nothing has been agreed for 
the 2011 campaign, it is believed he will stay on 
with Aprilia.

Town to unveil new boss 
in preparation for return

ASHFORD Town will reveal the 
identity of their new first-team man¬ 
ager next week as the club’s rebuild¬ 
ing process gathers momentum. 

The appointment of a new manager is the 
latest step in the club’s rejuvenation following 
a long-running legal dispute between new 
owner Tony Betteridge and ex-chairman Don 
Crosbie. The ensuing court battle during the 
summer, which threatened Ashford’s future, 
saw the club resign from the Ryman League 
and all senior football for this season. 

The club is making steady progress as it 
bids to rejoin the Kent senior football scene 
next season and has already appointed a new 
manager. 

Steve Lovell’s successor is due to be 
announced when senior football returns to the 
Homelands next Friday for the Stuart White 
Memorial Cup game. 

The clash will see an Ashford Town elite side 
managed by ex-Town player Paul Chambers 
take on a Welling United elite XI. Kick-off is at 
7pm next Friday. 

Lovell’s replacement was appointed by Ernie 
Warren, who has acted as an adviser since 
Betteridge took sole charge of the club, and he 
is excited by the pending announcement. 

Warren told Yourashford: “I’m very pleased 


with the appointment. He’s played for Ashford, 
Welling and Maidstone before and has played 
at a high level. 

“He started his career at Ashford and wants 
to give something back to the club. We only 
want people who want to be there and not just 
come to be on the gravy train. 

“We didn’t advertise the position so we did¬ 
n’t have many applicants. The manager we 
have appointed phoned me up and I accepted 
his offer.” 

The off-field rebuilding is progressing well, 
with Warren confirming he will become the 
club’s interim chairman until the start of next 


season. He had originally ruled himself out of 
the position but will take on the role while he 
searches for an applicant, who can fulfill the 
opening on a permanent basis. 

He said: “We’ve formed a committee and 
we’ve met so that is all in place. Hopefully by 
the start of next season we will have a proper 
chairman in place. I cannot do it on a perma¬ 
nent basis because of my commitments else¬ 
where but all the while the club is not playing 
games I can act as chairman.” 

The club intends to make an application to 
join a senior football division for next season 
before Christmas.
